Reception.

San Diego, Sept. 27.—[Special. | 


Bunting in the national colors,of the 


United States; Spain and Mexico, on 
arches, in festoons, banners and stream- 
ers, with profusion of palm leaves, 
pepper branches and flowers, have 
given San Diego a gala appearance. 
Greaf crowds of people have already 
come to the city, are filling the hotels 
and lodging-houses, and given the 
The four Santa 
Fé trains today brought over 2000 
visitors, who, added to the 600 who ar- 
rived yesterday and the great crowd 
expected tomorrow, besides.those who 
come by boat from north and south, 
will make the largest number of 
strangers this city has seen on one day 
for a long time. 

Some of the street decorations, no- 
tably the great arches, required much 
more work than was first estimated, 
but will be completed in time for the 
parade. The great pavilion, covering 
the plaza, with its canopy roof of pen- 
dant pepper branches, snowy muslin, 
colored bunting and evergreens, has 
upon one side a commodious band stand 
for the Mexican musicians, and upon 
the other a large platform for the 
speakers and special guests, the space 
between forming a great auditorium. 

Public and private houses throughout 
the city, especially along the line of 
march, display a profusion of bunting, 
the red, white and blue being inter- 
spersed with the orange and red of 
Spain and the green, white and red of 
Mexico, betokening the international 
character of the event being celebrated. 

Over on the bay shore, at La Playa, 
the latter day ship of Cabrillo is being 


built. Expert hands are transforming 


acaptured Chinese junk intoa model 
caravel of the sixteenth century. In 
this craft tomorrow will come Cabrillo, 
the navigator, and his crew whose per- 
sonality will be carefully concealed 
until the procession and subsequent 
ceremonies are over, when unmasking 
will disclose surprises. 

The Indians to the number of some: 
thing like 150 are corralled ina stock- 
ade whose high board barriers prevent 
egress of the dusky guests and ingress 
of unbidden curious. visitors, and 
are being schooled in the parts they 
will play in the coming drama. Many 
boltsof bright red calico, and some of 
other gaudy colors and cheap, have 
been torn into lengths of two or three 
yards and apportioned among the 
squaws for their personal adornment. 
Dozens of lurid, cardinal-hued bandana | 
handkerchiefs bave been similarly dis- 


tributed, one to each of the Indians, to) 


cover the heads of white, gray anc jet 
black hair and delight the hearts’ of 
their possessors. 


In wickiups hastily constructed of 
tules, the two tribes—Dieguenos and 
Luisenos—are domiciled, but it is 
outside the portal of these shel- 
ters that the squaws have all day 
squatted, talked, laughed and devoured 
watermelons in unconventional man- 
ner. Father Ubach remained within 
the stockade most of the day directing 
the affairs of the little colony, and he 
will be the ruling spirit in that portioa 
of the programme in which the Indians 
will paaticipate. In their new store 
clothes they will be a gay lot when they 
meet Cabrillo on the shore and accom- 
pany the navigators and the others on 
the triumphal march through the city 
beneath the welcoming arch to the 
green-roofed pavilion. 

The order of march, after meeting and 
formally welcoming the navigator after 
his 350 years of absence from the 
scene, has been announced by Grand 
Marsha!

The principal hotels are already 
crowded to thé roof, andthe smailer 
houses are enjoying a season of prosper- 
ity unprecedented since the boom. The 
local papers ar@ warning hotel keepers 
and others not to be too much ‘‘on the 
make, but to keep their prices reason- 
able forthe creditand future good of 
the city. How well this'warning will be 
heeded can be best told tomorrow or 
next day. 

It is promised that all the features of 
the published programme will be pre- 
sented—cowboy tournament, make-be- 
lieve bull-fight, Indian dances, and so 
forth—which to see in their entirety 
will test the ubiquity of the visitors. 
If only a half of these Shows can be 
witnessed, in addition to the principal 
performance om the water front and 
plaza, the entertainment will be worth 


its cost.

Sensational Suicide at the 
National Capital. 


The Victim Col. Canaday, Formerly 
Senate Sergeant-at-Arms., 


Found Bound and Gagged Just Be- 
fore Committing the er, Act. 


His Story of Burglars Disbetleved by His 
Partner—The Latter Seeks the Po- 
lice and Canaday Shoots 

Himsescif. * 


By Telegraph to The Times. , 

Wasuinoton, Sept. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| William P. Canaday of 
North Carolina, ex-Sergeant-at-Arms of 
the Senate, committed suicide here this 
morning, shooting himself through the 
head. Hehas been in financial troa- 
bles for some time. -Canaday occupied 
rooms at Nos. 712 and 714 Kent street 
as lodging and office quarters, where, 
in partnership with Col. J. Q. A. Hough- 
ton, he conducted the business of loan- 
ing money on . securities such as banks 
refused to handle, and was lagmching a 
company to guarantee patents. 

The first ‘Scene in the tragedy was 
about daylight this morning, whena 
gentleman rooming above was attracted 
to Canaday’s door by the latter’s cries. 
He found Canaday bound and gagged, 
and the latter claimed that this was the 
work of burglars who had forced him to 
open the safe and take out the contents. 
When Col. Houghton arrived he told 
Canaday thathe did not believe the 
story and-thought it was a ruse to cover 
theft by Canaday of #2000 which 
Houghton had put in the safe the pre- 
vious evening. Houghton then went 
out to get policemen. When he re- 
turned he found Canaday lying dead, 
bathed in blood, with a bullet hole 
through his head. 

It seems that there was awoman in 
the case, a Miss Moore, for whom Can- 
aday left a note declaring that he was 
guilty of no wrong and asking God to 
bless her as his last prayer. 

The tragedy was the climax of a de- 
cade of wild, adventurous speculation 
in projects of a hazardous kind, in the 
hope—always delusive—that each suc- 
cessive scheme would bring Jarge 
wealth. It was about 5:15 this morn- 
ing when Charles H. Stevenson, an em- 


ployé of the fish commission, who 
roomed on the second floor just above 
Col. Canaday’s rear office room, came 
downstairs, having been alarmed by 
outcries. He found Col. Canaday bound 
to a closet door in a room in which the 
safe stood and across the hallway from 
his sleeping quarters. The safe was 
open. Strewn over the floor 
was a_e great litter of papers, 
and in the fire place a charred mass of 
burned papers. Col. Canaday was 
bound to the door with his hands behind 
him. “The twine with which he was 
bound was very ordinary stuff, such as 
is used to bind large parcels, so thata 
man of ordinary strength ought to have 
been able to break it with ease. In his 
mouth was agag made out of a torn 
piece of his nightshirt, which was found 
acrossthe hallway. It had been loos- 
ened, so that he wasable to make an 
outcry. 

Col. Canaday’s story was that some 
time after 2 o'clock in the morning 
three burglars forced an eMNntrance 
through a rear window of the room in 
which he was found bound and gagged. 
They bound him at the point of a revol- 
ver and then forced him to go across 
the hallway to the safe and open it. 
They abstracted a great part of the 
contents, burned some papers and de- 
parted, after binding him to the door. 

Capt. Houghton was sent, for and to 
him Canaday related the story, which 
his partner refused to believe. An ex- 
amination of the papers showed that 
a considerable number of negotiable 
notes made by Col. Canaday had been 
}burned and every book containing a 
record of indebtedness against him had 
been destroyed. Affirming his disbelief 
inthe story, Capt. Houghton said he 
would go for the police and have the 
story investigated. Officers Hodges 
and Gilbert accompanied him. On his 
return to the house the servant girl 
told them she thought Col. Canaday had 
shot himself. A window from the rear 
was forced from the cutside and) ee 
dead man found lying onacot. Heha 
dressed himself after Capt. Houghton’s 
departure and was lying on the cot-as 
if resting, but his clothes and the sheet 
and pillows of the cot were covered 
with blood. A 82-calibre revolver was 
by hisside. The desperate man had 
pointed it at his head just above his 
right ear and sent a bullet clear 
through his brain. The bullet came 
out just above his left ear and dropped 
on the floor. Death must have been 
nearly instantaneous..

PECK’S DEF ENSE. 


Says the Cremated Statistics 
Were His Property. 


They Were Obtained from Manufacturers 
Under Pledges of Secrecy —The Case 
Postponed-—The Commissioner 
Claims First Blood, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

(N. Y.,) Sept. 27.—/By the 
Associated Labor Commis- 
sioner Peck appeared in court today. 
He said he should not be called upon to 
allow an examination of the tariff statis- 
tics received from New York manufac- 
turers, because they were given in con- 
fidence and were obtainable in no other 
way. His report on labor and wages 
was based on these. The returns were 
his own property, not that of the State. 

Commissioner Peck’s affidavit says, in 
part, that the practice pursued by him in 
1890 and 1891 was no departure from 
the uniform course of prior years. He 
found inthe law creating his dfficea 
provision authorizing himto examine 
witnesses, but with the condition that 
no witness shall, against his will, be 
compelled to answer any questions 
respecting his private affairs. This re- 
striction rendered it practically im- 
possible to give effect to the intent of 
the legislation unless the contidence of 
the people of the State was secured 
and retained and their private affairs 
voluntarily disclosed. Repeated refus- 
als came to him from business men, and 
besides the circulars sent outeach year, 
he wrote thousands of letters, giving 
personal assurance that no use should 
be made of their confidence and every 
communication should be held sacred. 
By such legitimate means and honorable 
pledges only was he ableto discharge 
the responsible duties of his office and 
render to the Legislature the data 
annually transmitted. 

In twenty-seven States of the Union, 
said he, that have labor bureaus, it has 
been found necessary to give to all per- 
sons the pledges of security and confi- 
dence given by him during several years 
of his official life. The summary issued 
by him in 1892, and about which the 
proceedings have arisen, was issued 
and published at the time usual for the 

ublication of other State reports.

NEW YORK PEOPLE'S PARTY. 


A Piatform of the Regulation Denuncia- 
tory Pattern Presented. 

Srracrse (N. Y.,) Sept. 27.—|By the 
Associated Press.] The People’s Party 
State Convention today nominated 
Lawrence J. McPharlin for Judge of the 
Court of Appeals and T. B. Wakeman 
and I. E. Dean for electors-at-large. 

A declaration of principles was read, 
demanding that all industries monopo- 
listic in nature be owned and operated 
by the State; denouncing the action of 
Gov. Flower in calling out ‘‘at the de- 
mand of the railroad corporation’’ the 
entire military force of the State for 
the purpose of overawing 475 switch. 
men ona strike forthe enforcement of 
the State law, making ten hours a day's 
work; declaring that the true reason 
for this calling out wasto serve notice 
on organized workmen that in any con 
flict with capital the power of the 
State was at the disposal of the latter, 
and demanding the parsage of laws pre- 
venting this. Laws are also demanded 
giving cities of the State absolute con- 
trol and ownership of all street, surface 
and elevated vailroads, water works, 
gas and electric light plants and other 
public corporations. 

Resolutions were also adopted de- 
nouncing the monopolies organized and 
extended under the administrations of 
Cleveland and Harrison, referring par- 
ticularly to the Reading Coal Company 
and Standard Oil Trust. 

Resolutions denouncing Gov. Flower 
for vetoing the canal appropriation and 
Chauncey M. Depew for making freight 
rate discriminations were referred to a 
committee. 


BAY STATE DEMOCRATS. 


-Gov. Russell Renominated—An Anti-silver 
Plank in the Platform. 

Boston, Sept. 27.—[ By the Associated 
Press.| The Democratic State Conven- 
tion met today. Hon. Josiah Quincy, 
chairman of the State Committee, called 
the convention to order and was made 
temporary chairman. In accepting the 
position he made a speech in which he 
said that the Democracy is sure to carry 
New York and the country. He also 
said the Force Bill argument is work- 
ing favorably in the South. These 
words, he said, he brought from national 
headquarters. 

Hon. Charles T. Russell was chosen 
permanent chairman. 
chair he dwelt at length on the State 
bank plank of the national Democratic 
platform, reciprocity and the Force bill. 

The platform indorses the national 
tariff plank; demands raw materials 
free of duty, especially wool, coal, iron, 
lumber, drugs, etc.; declares that the 
necessity of raising a large revenue by 
tariff? will prevent such _ reduction 
therein as to disturb business. Fear is 
expressed that Republican success 
means the enactment of the ‘‘Korce 
Bill.”’ 

The following is the silver plank: 

We repeat with renewed emphasis our 
declaration of last year in favorof a repeal 
of the dangerous Republican silver act of 
1890, and again denounce this measure as 
a menace to the maintenance of a sound, 
stable currency, threatening to derange 
values, impair the obligation of contracts 
and bring the currency of the country 
to a purely silver basis. We _  con- 
gratulate our Democratic Representa- 
tives in Congress upon their valuable 
services in support ofthe cause of sound 
money. The circulating note teatures, the 
national banking system have by common 
admission become inoperative. We now 
have inour financial system no banking 
expedieats for the issue or withdrawal of 
credit notes according to the necessities of 
trade. We advocate the removal of the 
national tax upon such circulating notes of 
State banks as are so secured that their re- 
demption in lawful money will always be 
assured. 

Gov. Russell was unanimously renom- 
inated.

Cholera Reappears at New York 
Quarantine. | 


Five Cases Reported Yesterday—No Dis- 
ease in the City—Suspicious Cases in 
Michigan and Texas—The 
Disease Abroad.

New York, Sept. 27.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press,] The Board of Health, 
ina 4 o'clock bulletin this afternoon, 
said there have been no cases of cholera 
in the city since September 19. 

There were 812 immigrants landed at 
Ellis Island today from the Rugia, Wy- 
oming and Scandia. 

Two new cases of cholera were re- 
ported on* the steamer Bohemia this 
morning, the first in seven days. 

The two patients were children, aged 
7 and 8 years. The latter has since 
died. The steerage passengers were to 
be removed from thé vessel yesterday, 
but rough weather prevented. ’ 

At noon three more cholera patients 
were removed from the Bohemia—Carl 
Gassaman and two children. 

The first cabin passengers of the 
Scandia and Bohemia arrived at quar- 
antine at noon on the tug Evarts of the 
Hamburg-American line, en route to the 
company’s dock at Hoboken. There 
were twenty-eight from the Scandia 
and ten from the Bohemia. 


Sapposed Case in Michigan. 

St. Josera (Mich.,) Sept. 27.—There 
is much excitement here over the case 
of a mad named Webb, five miles in the 
country, said to be suffering every 
symptom of cholera. The public 
schools are closed,

Cloud.-burst and Fivods,

ran through the streets a foot deep, 
flooded basements and ruined much 
property. Tonight several stores are 
still inundated, and much inconveni- 
ence results.

BERING SEA RUMPUS. 


England Irritated Over Seizures by 
Russian Warships, 


The Contingency of War Between Great 
Britain and the Czar Seriously Con- 
sidered—An English Cruiser 
Sent to the Sea. 


37 Telegraph to The Times. 

Ottawa (Ont.,) Sept. 27.—[By the 
Associated Press.] It is reported that 
the captain of one of the British Colum- 
bia sealers seized by Russians in 
Bering Sea is here forthe purpose of 
furnishing the Government with affi- 
davits of his seizure and information as 
to other seizures. He makes the follow- 
ing statement: Having .been in the 
Baltic, he understands the Russian lan- 
guage, and while a prisoner on board 
the Russian gunboat he learned from 
the conversation and actions of the 
Russian officers that they were in- 
structed to make only a. pretense of 
seizing American vessels, the real ob- 
ject being to assert such rights in 
Bering Sea as would materially assist 
the United States inthe approaching 
arbitration. 

Be this as it may, cablegrams regard- 
ing these seizures are passing daily be- 
tween the British and Canadian  gov- 
ernments. The fact that a British gun- 
boat has beensent tothe scene is re- 
garded as ominous. The'contingency is 
certainly contemplated of a war be- 
tween Russia and England, if these seiz- 
ures and consequent violations of the 
treaty of 1825, between Russia and 
England, are regarded as a casus belli. 
With the United States assisting Rus- 


sia the possible consequences to Canada 


are very sgrious. 

A dispatch from Lord Ripon, Colonial 
Secretary in London, England, respect- 
ing the Bering Sea matter, says: ~ 

With regard to the renewal of the modus 
vivendi, it will be seen from the convention 
under which it was arranged, that in the 
event of the arbitrators deciding against 
the claims of the United States in regard 
to the seal fisheries, the Government of the 
United States has undertaken to compen. 
sate British sealers for abstaining from ex. 
ercising their rights pending arbitration. 


Diversities of Race in Southern California. 
[New York Evangelist.} 

Our old friend and correspondent, 
Rev. J. C. Fletcher, who hrs transferred 
his place of abode from the shores of 
the Bay of Naples to the not less sunny 
clime of Southern California, writes 
thus of the strange mingling of all the 
tribes and kindreds of men in that new 
world on the Pacific: 

“In looking about me here in South- 
ern California I am astonished to see 
how cosmopolitan we are. Ido not re- 


fer merely to the majority of voters, 


who are sons of every State east of the 
Mississippi, and of many that are from 
the west thereof, and of Spanish Amer- 
icans and California Indians, who, 
by our treaty with Mexico in 1848, 
have all the politica. rights and 
privileges that they had uader the Mex- 
ican constitution. But outside of the 
non-Americanizing Chinese, and plenty 
of Japanese, Armenians and Arabians, 
there are to be found here Sandwich 
Islanders, Tahitans, and natives of 
many of the other groups of islands in 
the Pacific and Indian Oceans. The 
heathen are atourdoors. Here, too, are 
Spanish-Americans of the various petty 
republics of Central America, and from 
every government of South America. 
There are important “home mis- 
sions,’’ so to speak, right around us, 
for the Spanish-speaking: population 
whether native or foreign; and there 
are also active missionary labors among 
the Chinese and Japanese. Rev. A. M. 
Merwin is the general bishop over these 
Hispano-American home missions, and 
he has efficient coadjutors in Rev. Mr. 
Bransley (a native of Santa Fé de Bo- 

ota, States of Colombia) and Rev. Mr. 

ias, to say nothing of teachers of 
Spanish-speaking children. Perhaps 
the most ardent lay sympathizer and co- 
worker is Mrs. Maj Elderkin, daughter 
of the late Rev. Dr. Guriey of blessed 
memory, who was the pastor of four 
Presidents of the United States, and 
who stood by the bed of Abraham 
Lincoln when he breathed his last. 
Mrs. Elderkin is a worthy daughter of a 
worthy father, and is in every good 


word and work. 


‘‘But the cosmopolitan character of 
this coast has reference to Europe as 
well as to the two Americas, the lands 
of Asia and the ‘islesof the sea.’ In 
the Los ANGELES Times (the leading 
journal of Southern California) of July 
20 I find an item which shows that out 
of thirteen persons naturalized in one 
day, there were ten nationalities repre- 
sented; and, I may add, verily old Cot- 
ton Mather did not exaggerate when, 
more thantwo hundred years ago, he 
wrote ‘God sifted seven nations where- 
with to plant America (i. e., the En- 
glish colonies of North America.’ 

“But to the item: ‘Yesterday thir- 
teen foreigners were duly admitted to 
citizenship of the United States upon 
producing the necessary proofs of resi- 
dence and taking the requisite oaths of 
renunciation and allegiance. Judge 
Smith naturalized nine, as follows (then 
the names are given, who are respec- 
tively, one each]: Russian, Frenchman, 
Swede. Austrian, Mexican, Englishman, 
Scotsman, and two Germans. The 
other four were admitted by Judge 
Shaw, and were [giving the names| a 
Russian, a German and two Swiss.’ It 
was very rarely, formerly, that Rus- 
sians applied for naturalization. 

“The importance of California as 
missionary ground can only be equalled 
on this continent by the city of New 
York. Idoubt if even there, in propor- 
tion to the population and Christian 
workers, so much is done as is doing 
here by the bands of earnest workers, 
from several . denominations, among 
the Spanish-speaking peoples and the 
almond-eyed sojourners from China 
and Japan. ‘Come over and help us,’ 
ye Eastern people of the Atlantic 
Coast, either by your presence or your 
money!’’ 


“The Surf as an Enemy.” 
[Correspondence Chicago News-Record, ] 
‘A good surfman,’’ said an old 

habitue of Long Branch, ‘‘if he ison a 
strange shore where there are liable to be 
any. currents, will study them before he 
enters the water, but, as a rule, danger- 
ous currents are few. If he knows the 
coast he will wait until a wave is about 
to break, then make a dive through it; 
not too deep a dive though, for sand 
will scrape like a file. If the surf is 
heavy and rapid, as soon as his head ‘is 
out of the water he will look for and ex- 
pect the next one. If it break before 
itreaches him he will dive under the 
whirling stretch of foam and save a lot 
of his strength. Jf not he will either 
ride over it or dive through it. But 
he never becomes careless. He looks 
upon the surf as an enemy if he 
is not careful, and as a means of giv- 
ing him pleasure if he handles himself 
as he ought. The mostdangerous bath- 
ing is where there is a sea-push, or, as 
the sailors call it, a sea-puss.

Don't Give Up the Bridge. 

Interested parties are circulating a 
petition in East Los Angeles asking the 
Council to give to the Consolidated 
Electric Railway Company the use of 
the Buena Vista street bridge. Since 
this project. was first broached, months 
ago, Tur Times has consistently opposed 
it, not out of any hostility to the rail- 
road company, but because it has 
seemed to us a great injustice to the 
public. The Buena Vista street bridge 
is the only one between East Los Ange- 
les and the main part of town which is 
free from strect raiyoad tracks. It is 
a narrow bridge, and, if electric «ars 
should pass over it, would not be safe 
for driving. Togive the electric peo- 
ple a right-of-way overit would be tan- 
tamount to giving them the bridge. 
It maybe remembered that when this 
bridge was projected it was in response 
toa general demand for a safe drive- 
Way acrossthe river. So great was the 
necessity that private subscriptions to 
the amount of $6000 were raised 
for it. The Southern Pacific Rail- 
way Company gave $1500 besides, and 
the rest of the expense was borne by 
the city. There was then at least an 
implied contract that the bridge should 
be maintained asa safe carriage way. 
This contract cannot, in honor, be bro- 
ken. Aside from this, we believe that 
the Council has no more right to give 
| away a public bridge than it has togive 
away the City Hall. The bridge be- 
longs*to the city in trust for those who 
helped build it and for the benefit of 
the public at large. The Council is 
merely the custodian, not the owner, of 
this property. The Councilcan neither 
give the property away nor grant to 
any corporation or individual the right 
to use it in such way as to destroy its 
general usefulness. 

By expending about 6000 the Elec- 
tric Company could make an extension 
tothe bridge which would carry its 
ajtracks without interfering with the 
driveway. Whatever advantage might 
accrue to the company in this way it is 
entitled to, provided the Council gives 
consent, and we are sure the public 
would raise no serious objections. It 
cost the Cable Company about $12,000 
to get across the river on the Downey 
avenue viaduct. The Electric Com- 
pany ought not togrumble if it can se- 
‘cure equal advantages for half the 
q| money. Atany rate the people who 
w | oWn the Buena Vista street bridge can- 
not be called uponto surrender it for 


nothing. They ought not to surrender 
it at all. .

e Express, in its eager desire to 
discredit the weather forecasts of Fos- 
ter published by Tar Times, wrote to 
aj Lieut. John P. Finley, head of the 
United States Weather Bureau on this 
Coast, for the purpose of enlisting him 
; in the controversy. According to its 
s 
clines to take part in any newspaper 
discussion of the merits of forecasts not 
connected with the United States 
Weather Bureau. He says that he has 
made no study of Foster’s methods and 
he refrains from expressing any opinion 
thereon,’’ This, of course, is very 
sensible, and very proper. No intelli- 
gent man will presume to discuss some- 
thing which he knows nothing about. 
If the editor of the Express had only 


he would have saved himself all this 
trouble, to say nothing about making 
himself ridiculous. 


The Express quotes Lieut. Finley as 
saying: 

An examination of the’ manuscript 
weather maps at this office shows that 
an area of low barometric pressure 
(storm center) crossed the meridian of 
Los Angeles on September 11,when the 
maximum abnormal barometric effect 
took place at that station and vicinitv.:

Whether the 
passage of this storm wave, or storm 
center, or area of low barometer, over 
the meridian of Los Angeles affected 
the climate here or not we leave it to 
Lieut. Finley’s bulletin to state. He 
says: ‘Cloudy and foggy weather con- 
tinue along the Coast from San Diego 
to Vancouver Island, and has spread in- 
land quite generally over Washington 
and to some extent over the interior of 
Northern California.’’ The local sig- 
nal officer reported that the barometer 
fell from 30 on the 10th to 29.87 on 
the 13th, and returned to 80 on the 
15th. The bulletin from which we 
have quoted above is subscribed ‘John 
P. Finley, Lieutenant Nifith: Infantry, 
Officer in Charge,’ and is dated “San 
Francisco, September, 18, 1892, 5 a.m., 
Pacitic time."’ ‘

The Outlook for Tourists. 

A Chicago correspondent of the San 
Francisco Chronicle has been looking 
up the probable effect of the cholera 
scare on the winter tourist travel of 
the East, and the result is very favor- 
able to California’s chances. One of 
the passenger agents puts th: case in 
this way: | 

‘*You see there are a great many peo- 
ple of means all through the East who 
are never contented to spend their 
winters at home, A large percentage 
of this class spend several months be- 
tween the falland spring seasons in 
Eurepe. But noze of those people will 
want to goto Europe this winter under 
any circumstances. They know that 
quite a number of the Atlantic steamers 
have had more or less cholera on board 
during the last few months and they are 
suspicious of the others.. These folks 
are not anxious enough to go abroad to 
take the chances of a passage on anv 
steamer which may have had such a 
dread disease as cholera on board. There 
would be but one course left to them 
then, and that would be tospend the 
winter in California. The South would 
get a few visitors this time, but every- 
body who has been to California knows 
that it is the finest spot on the globe, 
and those who haven't been there have 
heard so much about the country that 
they are. eager to see it for them- 
selves.’’ 

A cdAvass of the transcontinental 
railway officials with headquarters at 
Chicago fails to reveal any decided in- 
crease of California travel for the last 
month over the corresponding period of 
last year, although the Chicago and 
Northwestern owns to an increase of 
fifteen per cent. The time for the 
grand rush has not come yet, but we 
may depend upon it that California 
will enjoy the lion’s share of the tour- 
ist patronage this winter.

An exchange very appropriately calls 
attention to the anomalous attitude of 
Democrats in different parts of the 
country on the tariff issue. For ex- 
ample, the Connecticut Democrat would 
like to have tobacco protected, but he 
does not care much about other things.

~ New York, Sept. 20.—Before this let- 
ter will have been read a number of 
most interesting political events will 
have occurred.

POLITICAL. 


Meeting of the City Central Commit 
tee Last Night. 


The City Convention to Be Held. on Nae 
vember 1—The Committee Arrang- 
ing for a Most Active 
Campaign. 


The regular meeting of the Repub- 
lican City Central Committee was held 
last night in the rooms of the Lincoln 
Club, with Walter S. Moore in the 
chair. 

A communication from the voters of 
the Sixth Ward was first presented ana 
received, after which the minutes of the 
previous meeting were read and ap- 

roved. 

Phillips of the Seventh then moved 
that a committee be appointed to pre- 
pare blank affidavits to which new 
residents might certify at the time of 
the primary election, in lieu of certifi- 
cates, should they fail to secure the 
latter. This motion brought up an ex- 
tended discussion upon the possibility 
of following out the intentions and pur- 
poses of the Porter law in such elec- 
tions as was agreed upon at the last 
meeting. 

The Chair read the law upon the sub- 
ject, and where there wasn’t any sup- 
plied that which should have appeared 


in a way that relieved the shadows of , 


doubt entertained by a number of the 
committeemen. 

The whole question hinged upon the 
possibility of obtaining new Great 
Registers in time for the coming pri- 
maries, and also brought out the fact 
that the dates already decided upon 
were too early in the month for the 


‘successful carrying out of the plans al- 


ready laid down. - 

A motion to reconsider the question 
of dates for holding the election pre- 
vailed and the same fixed for the city 
primary election on October 29, and 
the convention on November 1. 

Upon a motion of C. E. Day, a com 
mittee of five was appointed, consisting 
of Messrs. Garret, Keisey, Phillips and 
Day, to examine the objectionable 
points presented and report at next 
meeting by resolution. 

- A motion that in the coming city con- 
vention the delegates vote by roll call 
was carried without dissent. 

The committeemen from the various 
wards were instructed to report the se- 
lecvion of election officers atthe next 
regular meeting, when the meeting ad- 
journed.

A veterinary Surgeon's Fruit- 
less Appeal. 7 


Aorgan, the Boyie Heights Burglar, 
Sentenced. 


The De Groot Appeal Case Heard by 
Judge McKirley. 


‘nother of the Fraudalent Land Deal 
Cases Dismissed for Want of Evi- — 
dence—Matters of Minor In- 
*erest— Naw Sults. 


The case of Mrs. M. S&S» Blackington 
vs. Constable L. D. Rogers came up for 
hearing before Judge McKinley in De- 
partment Six yesterday afternoon, on 
onappeal from City Justice Owens’s 
court, and resulted in the affirmation of 
the judgment of the lower court. 
The plaintiff alleged that on October 
8, 1891, the defendant wrongfully took 
possession of a five-year-old bay horse,. 
named ‘‘Jeff,’’ which belonged to her, 
and disposed of the same, converting 
the proceeds to his own use, although 
she notified him that the animal was 
her property and demanded its return. 
She therefore sought to recover $130, 
the value thereof, and $50 compensa- 
tion, 
The defendant, on the other hand, al- 
leged that on August 20, 1891, Dr. J. 
C. Blackington, the plaintiff's son, was 
indebted to one W. J. Oliver in the sum 
of $25 on an assigned account from C. 
H. Cannon, Suit was brought to re- 
cover this amount in the Township Jus- 
tice Court, and on September 7, 1891, 
judgment was rendered in favor of said 
Oliver against said Blackington in the 
tum of $25 and costs. On September 
24, an execution was duly issued, by 
virtue of which on October 8 defendant 
ievied upon the bay horse, and October 
8 sold it at public auction to the high- 
est bidder for $48, which was duly ap- 
plied on the execution. 
A number of witnesses were exam- 
ined upon both sides, the plaintiff.seek- 
ing toshow that her son traded her 
phaeton for a sorrel horse, which was 
subsequently traded for the bay in con- 
troversy, and the defendant endéavor- 
ing toshow that the animal was the 
property of J. C. Blackington and was 
only worth about $50. Atthe close of 
the testimony the Court ordered judg- 
ment for the defendant for his costs. 

A LIGHT SENTENCE. 
Frank Morgan appeared before Judge 
Smith yesterday morning and entered a 
plea of guilty to the charge of burglary 
preferred against him by Stanley Law- 
rence, adairyman. Having waived his 
legal rights, the defendant was there- 
upon sentenced to imprisonment in the 
State’s prison at San Quertin for the 
term of one year. 
On August 25 last Morgan broke into 
an outhouse near Platt’s dairy at No. 
1318 E. Kubrts street and stole 30 
cents from a pocket in the clothing of 
Lawrence, who was sleeping therein, 
but was awakened by the intruder, to 
whom he at once gave chase and finally 
captured, .He is believed to have com- 
mitted several other poy burglaries 
in the neighberhood, although no 
further charges were preferred against 
bim. 

THE’ DE GROOT CASE 
Judge McKinley heard the case of W. 
E. De Groot vs, the City of Los Angeles, 
which came upon appeal from Justice 
Stanton’s court in Department Six yes- 
terdav morning, but at the close of the 
testimony ordered the matter continued 
for argument until Saturday next. 
This is an action brought by the plain- 
tiff, as assignee of W. Lockwood,* 
formerly a Justice of the Peace of this 
city, to recover $166.66%{ alleged to 
be due as the latter's salary for the month 
of September, 1890, which claim the 
city refused to pay on the ground that 
.said Lockwood had not accounted for 
allthe money collected by him in his 
official capacity. 

GILBERT GOES FREE. 

Upon motion of the District Attorney, 
and for the reason that there was not 
sufficient evidence against him to 
warrant his being convicted, the further 
prosecution of the case against E. W. 
Gilbert, charged with having obtained 
property by means of false pretenses, 
was dismissed by Judge Smith yester- 
day morning. 


Court Notes. 
Upon receipt of—the remittitur from 
the Supreme Court in the case against 
Nicodemus Urquidas, convicted of bur- 
glary, but released upon bail pending 
said decision, Judge Smith yesterday 
morning ordered that a bench warrant 
issue for the arrest of said Urquidas, 
and that he be delivered to the custody 
of the Sheriff. 
The report of Receiver J. G. Estudillo 
in the case of I. W. Hellman etal. vs. 
W. A. Clinton et al., showing the collec- 
tion of $3851.55, and the expenditure 
of $2939.09, was presented and ap- 
proved by Judge Clark, who ordered 
that the plaintiffs pay said receiver 
$1221 for his services, and $25 attor- 
ney’s fees, yesterday morning. 
The trial of the damage suit institu- 
ted by James Lacey againstG. K. Porter 
for an alleged malicious prosecution, 
came to an abrupt conclusion, yesterday 
afternoon in Department Thret, the 
jury, acting underthe instructions of 


defendant therein. 
Mrs. Ellen De Buxton was granted a 
‘decree by Judge Wade yesterday after- 
noon divorcing her from Walter De 
Buxton onthe ground of his tailure to 
provide for her. The plaintiff was also 
awarded the custody of her five chil- 
dren and $50 per month alimony. 
By consent of counsel for the de- 
fendants in the case of S. D. Nofthcutt 
vs. Santa Monica Wharf and Terminal 
Company et al., Judge Wade yesterday 
morning ordered judgément for the 
plaintiff therein as prayed for. The 
suit was to recover $700 due on a 
promissory note. 
The trial of the cage of Ira E. More 
vs. the Carbonate Mming Company was 
concluded in Department Four vester- 
day morning, the jury to: whom tbe 
matter was finally submitted at 11:55 
o'clock returning into court one hour 
later with a verdict for the plaintiff in 
the sum of $1000. 
In the case of Emma'A. M. de Phil- 
lips et al. vs. M. Lehman et-al., it was 
ordered by Judge Van Dyke yesterday 
morning that the defendant. G. McLain, 
be authorized to pay the interest due on 
acertain note and mortgage held by 
the University Bank as it may hereafter 
become due, until the further order of 
the Court.

A Serious Conflagration Prevented 
by Prompt Action. 


Meeting of Chautanqaans—Many People 


at San Diego—Various Items of Lo- 
cal Interest—P l Notes 


and Brevities, 


About 9:30 o'clock yesterday morning 
Mr. Twombly of the firm of Randall & 
Twombly rushed out on Colorado street and 
yelled “fire."’ Mr. Twombly acted as if he 
meant what he said, but none of the many 
people who heard him volunteered to turn, 
in analarm. Mr. Twombly then sprinted 
up the street at a lively clip, and soon the 
fire bell was set a jingling from box 13 at 
the corner of Fair Oaks avenue. 

All this was the work of a minute, but 
in this short space of time great excitement 
was stirred up. People knew there wasa 
fire in the business part of town, but did 
not know just where to locate it. Mean- 
while fames werd blazing up in dangerous 
style inthe rear of Randall & Twombly’s 
store, which is located in the Fish Block, 
one of the largest and most valuable busi- 
aegs blocks in town. 

The rear part of the store room is oc- 
cupied by J. S. Evans’s merchant tailoring 
establishment. Mr. Evans had been 
cleaning a.coat with gasoline. After he 
had rubbed about a guart of this com- 
bustible fluid into the garment, he started 
for the rear door to hang it in the sun to 
dry. In passing a small gas stove used 
for heating irons, the coat caught fire and 
in an instant was all ablaze. The flames 
communicated with other clothing and in 
a jiffy the whole store seemed to be on 
fire, It was at this momenf that Mr. 
Twombly rushed out on the street and 
yelled. 

Mr. Evans, although pretty well scorched, 
had sufficient presence of mind to dump a 
five-gallon can of gasoline that was stand- 
ing near out the back.door. Then he went 
down cellar to make sure that the fire had 
not reached the rubbish stored there, 
through the elevator shaft. After ascend- 


ing the stairs he fellin a heap on the floor 


and had to be removed to Dr. McAllister’ s 
ofice. 

While this was going on several citizens 
had rushed to the rescue, and by prompt 
and cool-headed work succeeded in putting 
out the fire before any damage had been 
done, further than scorching some of the 
woodwork and burning several suits of 
clothing. One side of Mr. Evans’ face and 
his wrists and forearms are burned, but 
his injuries are not. serious. The fire de. 
partment did not respond with its usual 
alacrity, for the reasen that one span of 
horses was out with a sprinkling cact. 
while the hose cart was on California 
street, where several members of the de- 
partment were repairing an electric alarm 
wire.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


Opening of the Connty Fair at 
Santa Ana. 


An Interesting Speech by Col. Edwards— 
A Lively Time on the Race Track— 
News Notes and Personal 
Mention. 


SANTA ANA. 

Yesterday was the opening day of the 
Orange county fair, and from indications 
apparent on every hand it promises to be 
by far the most successful meeting the 
association has ever had. Our usually 
quiet streets were at an early hour all 
activity. The pavements were thronged 
with pedestrians and the streets were a 
perfect jam with horses, buggies and 
wagons of almost every knowfh variety and 
description. In the city French's Opera- 
house the center of attraction. Men, 
women and children poured in and out ot 
the building all day long like myriads 
of bees into a hive on a beauti. 
ful day in June. Fruits, vegetables, 
grain, curios, samples of fine arts, 
and in fact displays in all the exhibi- 
tor’s departments were tugged upthe long 
flight of stairs with willing handsand light 
hearts. On the inside all was confusion 
during the day. But few of t booths 
were fished before evening, 80 Bhat par- 
ticular mention of them cannot well be 
made until today. 

Although a fine speed programme was 
given in the afternoon the formal opening 
was not until evening, when Col. E. E. Ed. 
wards delivered the opening address. 
After a piano solo by Prof. Orvis E. Smith, 
Col. Edwards spoke as follows: 

‘‘Upon looking over this magnificent ex- 
hibit I feel thata lengthy opening address 
is unnecessary. Itwould be sufficient for 
the president of the association to announce 
the fact that the products of Orange county 
are here represented and speak for them- 
selves, and without further remarks de- 
clare the third annual exhibition of 
Orange county open to visitors. Since the ; 
organization of the county our fairs have 
been a success. In looking over the State 
agricultural report for last yearl find that 
the receipts for our fair last vear amounted 
to $9802. This is one evidence of the 
success of our fair. When compared with 
other counties in the State our receipts 
were larger than the receipts of either San 
Diego, San Bernardino, Ventura or Santa 
Barbara, and Los Angeles, with four times 
the population, only took in a little more 
than double the amount received by our 
association. And when we compare our 
receipts with many of the older and 
larger counties in the northern portion of 
the State we are assured of the success of 
ourexhibits. The officers of our fair are 
deserving of special mention for their 
energy and the enthusiasm with which 
they have labored to make _ these 
exhibits of our products a success. 
Following the boom of a few years 
ago a mysterious and unknown dis- 
ease swept our vineyards from us, leaving 
our vineyardists paralyzed at the ruin. 
They had to dig uptheir vines and plant 
corn and barley in their places. At the 
time of this calamity we were shipping over 
100 carloads of raisins and grapes to the 
Eastern markets annually. Our vine-grow- 
ers were receiving good returns from their 
vineyards. In the gathering of our grapes, 
drying and packing raisins, our boys and 
girls were all employed, at remunerative 
wages. Our merchants were prosperous 
and people generally happy. If we had 
not lost our vineyards we would never have 
felt the effects of the boom. No other 
country in the world could have sustained 
such a loss under the same circumstances 
without resulting in greater disaster to the 
community. As it was, there were no fail. 
ures in consequence of this loss, and the 
vine disease having disappeared from our 
midst the new vineyards are flourishing. 
The sunlight is breaking through the clouds 
to our vineyardists once more, and soon we 
will be supplying the East again with 
raisins from this valley. 

“This valley is the-home of the orange, 
and but for the scale-bug this fact would 
long since have,been established and ac- 
knowledged. A gentleman who owns one of 
the largest ranches beyond the Coast range 
of mountains told me that he had made the 
orange tree a study for years, and that if 
he were ever to go into the business of rais- 
ing oranges he would come to the Santa 
Ana Valley to grow them. Under our pres- 
ent system of fumigation and spraying, if 
.he energy now displayed to rid the orange 


“orchards of scale is continued, witHin ten 


years the valley will be free from this pest 
and our orchards regarded among the best 
in the United States. 

‘We require less irrigation by reason of 
the nature of our soil, and less fertilizing 
than the high, dry clay lands away from 
the ocean. What we need most to make 
our county more prosperous is the cutting 
up of the big ranches into small tracts and 
then highly improving the same by irriga- | 
‘tion, high cultivation, fertilization and the ’ 
bringing about of cheaper transportation. 
When Rome was in the zenith of her glory 
six acres of land was the size of the farm 
of the average Roman. Andso long as her 
small farmers stuck to their farms Rome 
fiourished. But when they quit farming 
and flocked to the cities and the street 
loafers did the voting Rome tell. 

‘‘An agricultural country is a prosperous 
country. An agricultural community isa 
happy community. We, here in Orange 
county, have the soil and water for irriga- 
tion. We are not ashamed to compare 
products with any other section in the 
United States. Our people are no doubt 
looking forward with interest to the 
World's Fair next year. The question sug- 
gests itself, ‘What will Orange county have 
to exhibit?’ We cannot take our moun- 
tains, nor our glorious climate, but we can 
astonish the world with the products from 
our trees and fields. We can join hands 
with the other counties of Southern Cali- 
forniain exhibiting fruits and vegetables 
that will astonish those who have never 
before seen California products. The ex- 
hibit in this room tonight is only a small 
portion of what has been donated from this 
county for the Columbian Exposition, and 
I think our own people are pleased with the 
display. Every State in the Union will 
make her best exhibit of her products. 

“California stands in no dread of compar- 
ison. This exposition will. create a demand 
for our products that will result in good to 
our people. Make your ranches attractive 
and get ready forthe coming of that tide 
of home-seekers that wiil rush to Califor- 
nia at the conclusion of the Chicago Expo- 
sition. They are not only coming to see 
this land of golden fruit, but they are com- 
ing to stay---coming to spend their declin. 
ing years among our orange groves.”’ 

At the conclusion of the opening address 
Miss Beatrice Holmes rendered a vocal 
solo, after which the surging crowd 
amused themselves by viewing the grand 
displays of fruit, vegetables, grain, fine art,” 
liquids and miscellany until a late hour. 

AT THE RACE TRACK. 

At noon a string of vehicles, reaching al. 
most from the city to the fair grounds, 
was seen headed for the fair grounds over 
a well-sprinkled road. One o'clock was the 
hour set for the races to begin, but it was 
1:45 before the gong sounded calling the 
horses on the track. 

The first race was a running mile dash, 
fora purse of $250. The starters were: 
Den’s Bruce, Case’s Hank Johnson, For- 
ster’s Gambo, Short’s Lightfoot and Mau- 
chaca’s Princess First. 

Princess and Bruce were from the Den 
stable and were consequently pooled? to- 
gether, the stable selling for $10 against 
$4 forthe field. Lightfoot and Princess 
First were hard starters and before they 
got offthe crowd became quite impatient.

POLICE MATTERS. 


Humane Officer Wright on Trial 
Before the Board. 


© —- -— 


A Witness for the Prosecution Tells 
a Queer Story on Him. 


One of the Charges Was Sustained 
by the Committee. 


The Charges Will Be Farther Investi- 
gated Next Week—The Chinese 
Corruption Investigation Post. 
poned Until Friday. 


The Police Commissioners spent sév- 
eral long hours yesterday afternoon 
listening to a prolonged series of fam- 
ily differences which the testimony in 
the case of Hill vs. Humane Officer 
Wright brought to light. 

There was a scant quorum of the 
board present, Mayor Hazard and Com- 
missioner Shatto being absent. 

Inthe routine of regular business a 
reward of $25 paid to Officer Rich by 
the authorities of the Whittier Reform 
school, for the apprehension of the two 
runaway boys, was turned in by the 
Chief and ordered placed in the police 
reward and charity fund. 

The police pay roll, representing an 
amount of $5323.65, was approved, 
and a leave of absence granted Officer 
H. Glaze for eighteen days, 

The application of Horace G. Garr for 
a position on the force was tiled, accom- 
panied by a letter of recommendation 
from B. F. Coulter. 

John Gorthy made application for a 
position of special policeman, without 
pay from the city, which the commis- 
sion granted. 

An adjournment was taken, 
when the board went immediately into 
a committee of the whole to consider 
the Hill-Wright matter. ’ 

The charges against Officer Wright 
were then read, the substance of which 
virtually was that Wright»had arrested 
the boy Maurice Hill without due cause, 
for the purpose of degrading his char- 
acter, and that undue violence was used 
in making the arrest. 

R. A. Ling, Nsq., in behalf of the com- 
plaining witness, testified that he knew 
Hill, and that in a recent casein court, 
in which Wright was the prosecutor and 
voung Hill a witness, Hill had not given 
his evidence in a manner desired by 
Wright, and that Wright had observed 
in his (Ling’s) hearing that he would 
geteven with the boy, attributing the 
fact of Hill's sabsequent arrest as 
prompted by enmity of Wright, who 
swore out a Warrant against the boy as 
an incorrigible and endeavored to have 
him sent to the Retorm’school, in which 
purpose he had failed. 

A dir. Patterson, a neighbor of the 
Hills, and also the keeper of a lodging- 
house in which Wright at one time 
roomed, was called to support the com- 
plaint. Patterson's testimony was ofa 
very racy character, developing the 
scandals and circumstances@f a_ seduc- 
tion case, all brought out to show that 


Wright was immoral and dishonest in 
his business relations. 
Some startling and sensational 


charges were made, but uothing pro- 
duced which directly substantiated the 
same, and then the other side took an 
inning. 

Rev. J. H. Collins, in behalf of 
Wright, offered evidence derogatory to 
the character of young Hill. He had 


frequently seen the boy outin the worst | that he isis inthe last stage ot contirmed 


of company, and had also been present 
when he had disturbed religious meet- 
ings, for which cause Officer Wright ar- 
rested him. 

EK. Holtz added his testimony in 
Wright's defense, when the officer was 
allowed to state his own case. 

Wright said that he had held a com- 
plaint against Hill for a long time pre- 
vious to arresting him, and that he was 
actuated by no motives of revenge or 
spite in making the arrest. 

The ,committee held that Officer 
Wright was guilty of using undue force 
in making arrest, and also of using 
language unbecoming an officer while 
so doing. It was ordered that the com- 
mittee report to the commision sustain- 
ing the fourth charge in the complaint. 

In the matter of the Chinese gamb- 
ling investigation a postponement was 
taken until Friday tor continued hear- 
ing, owing to the absence of the Mayor. 


Criminal Notes, 

Yesterday J. D. Johnson was tried in 
Justice Austin’s department of the Po- 
lice Court for beating his wife. A 
strong case was made out against him, 
and he was sentenced to ten days in the 
city prison. 

Ah Ching was convicted in the Police 
Court on a charge of selling lottery 
tickets and was fined $25 by Justice 
Austin yesterday. 

Two drunks and acouple of Italian 
street venders were convicted in the 
Police Court yesterday and were sen-

The 
case was set for trial today.
